Union .resolution as presented by £. B. Frank., the first speaker was C. Thomas. 
(Tom Kerry) who spoke on the ’ll.- li. U. Be spoke in reference to the charges 
made by the Stalinists against the Curran Caucus in the discrimination against 
minority groups.. He also mentioned the. struggle that is being made to keep 
the Union hiring hail. As for’ the. discrimination charges against negroes, 

Tom Hurry said this issue dame about because the Curran Caucus would not sup- 
port Ferdinand Smith’s case. The reason he gave for this non-support was not 
because Smith was a negro, but because to support him meant supporting the 
whole Stalinists program in the Union. Next, Comrade Hughs got up to speak .on 
the rubber faction in Ohio. During his talk,, he pointed out that they don’t 
Use any tricks or maneuvers In fighting for their demands. He said they have 
been able to expand by just joining in with Militant workers and taking the 
leadership.

The afternoon session got started with the presentation of the negro 
resolution by J. Meyer. This Meyer is Johnson of the Johns On- Forrest tendency 
which, split from, the ¥. P* and returned, to the S. fif* After he presented the 
resolution, the floor was open for discussion. The first to take the floor was 
William. Yancey, who spoke on encouragement of intermarriage of negroes and 
Whites in the Party and he also spoke of the chauvinist tendencies among some 
of the comrades within the Party. Ha tHen tried to explain why during the 1946 
campaigns negroes, were recruited into the Party in largo numbers, and how after 
a short period of time these negroes left. The reason ho gave for this was 
that when, the comrades approched these negroes, they Made big promises of what 
was .being dene in their behalf and that after - these negroes came into the party 
and. found things different, they just drifted away,. He pointed put that tha 
Party, An order to win ovor the negroes, must join with them and help fight 
their problems ih a day-to-day struggle.

When he first started working and he was able to take him. from this low position 
and help .him get one of the more skilled jobs that, ha was dassifiod to do and 
thus help- fight, discrimination of minorities in the. local., HP said Ernie now- 
holds one of the most skilled jobs in the plant. 

Ifext to< take the floor was Herbert Hill from Hew York. Ho told of the 
^rork he has been .doing in the ^.A..4,C;P, which is mainly in Harlem', fighting 
police brutalities against the negroes. He made the statement tint the $. If. P. 
had been working in the H. A. A. 0. P. for the past three .years. In the past, 
they have- just been helping out in isolated cases, such ps the Hickman case, 
the Ferguson brothers, and Hrs. Wilson and other similar cases. He said, that 
the. party intends t.o spernd to .all Branches of the H.A.A.C.P. and help in a 
day-to-day struggle with the negro people. He then told of the need for negro 
leadership and that the negro vnrk must be done as a mass movement and coordinated, 
with the work being done in the trade unions. The remainder .of Herbert Hills " 
talk was ah exact duplication -of the article that appeared in the June 21, 1948, 
issue, of the Militant, page one Under the title ^Harlem Unrest Scathes pt Police 
t Brutality* 1 . 

One .of the negroes by the name of Johnson -criticized Grace Carl son *s radio, 
broadcast “The Struggle for Civil Rights.* 1 . Ho criticised her for the way She 
appealed to negro people of the s?uth in her broadcast. He said, that all parties 
more or leas appeal to them in thp same manner apd that appealing to them doesn’t, 
do much good that they must: be shown what the Party is doing for them. 

Grace Carlson took the floor and accepted the criticism and s aid that she, 
believed .she hadn’t over-emphasized her appeal because she wasn’t Misrepresent- 
ing herself because she has worked in the negro movement for the past ten years.. 

As for the speech, she thought it was a very good, one and said, that Comrade. J. 
Meyer had written it for her. 

This days session ended with the announcements of' the panel meetings 
scheduled to be held this evening.

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"This man was called DON' SLAYMAN (phonetic) 
approx, age 40 or 43 - 5 ft.. 8 in - approx. 208 or 210 lbs - 
dark comp. - blue eyes, black hair graying slightly, can 
faintly see small scar approx. l^' ins. above right eye. he 
had a very bad’ cold or sinus. DON was taken to Hotel Statler 
after the meeting by BETTY ELKIN and ALONZO HOWARD in HOWARD' S 
car.

July 10, 1958. According to DON'S statement to the group 
his principal activities is in Civil Rights. DON said he is 
very active in the NAACP arid he named several negro and white 
religious organizations with which he is connected. DON said 
he is called on frequently to speak at NAACP functions and also 
to speak in Negro churches. 

"DON told the group that some of them should go to 
the NAACP convention and try and meet people. He said if 
any of them came to the. convention on Wed. July $, 1958 he 
would like for them to meet HILL who he said is in the labor 
dept, of the NAACP. DON said he knows HILL quite well and 
he is a good man to know. DON told the group that HILL got 
his start in politics while he was a member of the CP or SP 
-before— the^snlit,. I do not rec all which party DON said. DON 
told the group that if the SP-S‘DE~Srd~th'e~'lTSTLr~got-together — 
in the next year or two, he feels sure that many white 
and negro will join. He said he thinks HILL of the NAACP 
will join the SP-SDP if they merge. DON told the group that 
there is great possibilities in working with negro and white 
rel igus organizations. He said you. meet many important 
people in that work. DON said he thinks the reason there 
are not more negroes in the socialist organizations is be- 
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“cause the socialist are not organized and unity between 
the ISL and SP-SDF will do a lot because there are many 
white and negro who' are looking for some place to go. 

“DON told the group that there is not much .opportunity 
for white leadership in the NAACP. JERRY SMITH asked why and 
DON told him that it is not like it was when the NAACP' was 
first founded. He said there are plenty of smart negro 
leaders and they don't need white people to lead them. 

"DON said the negro- is distrustful of radical groups 
because of the way the CP once used them. He said if there 
was a radical group who could gain their confidence again 
that group could do much to become a powerful force. He said 
the U.S. is the only country that does not have a strong 
radical organization. DON' said he thinks the socialist 
organizations pay too much attention to foreign affairs 
and not enough to the negro problem in America. 

"BETTY ELKIN said she thought there is less than 
a 50-50 chance of the SP-SDF merging. 

"DON said he thinks there is a good chance because 
the majority of the members have voted for It. What is causing 
the confusion is, several of the leaders have stated that if 
the I.S.L. comes in they will resign. 

"BETTY ELKIN gave ths group some information that she 
said was confidential. This information was her reporting to 
the group how the votes had gone sinc.e the referendum. 

"ELKIN named several States, California, New Jersey, 
Mich., 111., and several others that I can not recall. Most 
all was for unity. 

"DON S LAYMAN (phonetic) said MAX SHACKTMAN had .asked 
him to come uo CIeWl^d^d^sa^^iiJh“MAX‘“WOHIj-who-is-one-of'~the 
leaders of the Cleveland branch of the SP-SDF. DON said he had 
an appointment- to see WOHL at the NAACP' convention on' Wed. 

July 9 > 1958. DON said by talking to some of the leaders of 
the SP-SDF the I.S.L. hopes to persuade the SP-SDF leaders 
who are threatening to resign to change their minds. He said 
they hope to get them to at least try unity for 6 months; 
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"ELKIN told the group that some of the SP-SDF 
members are saying that the ISL is .dominating some of the 
SP-SDF members already, so what do you .think will happen 
if they merge . ELKIN said some of the SP-SDF' members are 
stlil saying that the I.S.Lers tried to take over the 
SP-SDF Convention. ELKIN and DON both said the I.S.Lers 
did no such thing. 

"HETTY ELKIN spoke of seeing DON SLAYMAN at the 
SP-SDF Convention. 

"SLAYMAN told the group that the S.W.P, does a 
pretty good job of recruiting some of the negroes but they 
do hot stay long. He said the SWP is still- trying to, use 
the negro like the C.P. once did but. the negroes are smart 
enough to soon find them, out . 

"BETTY 'ELKIN told the group, that she attended a . 
picnic in Pittsburgh Pa. on a weekend recently. It was 
advertised just as a socialist picnic. She said the SP- 
SDF members in Pittsburgh are very friendly with the I.S.L. 

members there. She said just a short while ago there were 
only about 29 SP-SDF members in Pittsburgh. Now there are 
about 75 members.

On Friday , May 27, I960, the Founding Convention 
of the Negro, American Labor Council, (NALC) commenced' v, afc».fch© 
Statler Hilton Hotel, Detroit, Michigan. This Convention 
was a three day affair and : took place on May 27 , 28, and 

29, I960. 1 


. The opening session of the Convention took, placed 
in- the form of a mass meeting, which was held at the. Ford 
Auditorium, Detroit, Michigan. HORACE SHEFFIELD chaired 
this mass- meeting while A. PHILIP RANDOLPH acted as principal 
speaker. 


RANDOLPH in his speech referred to the NALC as 
anti-Communist, anti-corruption, and anti-racketeering and he 
stated that this organization was designed to oppose these 
forces. He* mentioned the Civil War and said that the 
revolution for- Negro freedom has not been completed. The 
NALC was proposed to complete the task of giving the Negro 
complete- economic, political and social freedom. 

He said that without a doubt we are against 
Communists and that the Council definitely is anti-Communist, 
for wherever Communism exists, there is no free trade union 
movement. 


WALTER REBTHER also spoke and in his speech, spoke 
in- regard to the HAW. fight against discrimination and 
segregation in the auto union. He said that he felt that 
they have don® a good job in many respects though in reality 
they have only scraped the surface. He pointed out that in 1943 
there was an effort to elect a Negro as a Vice President of 
the HAW, however, the idea and candidate were Communist, 
inspired. Therefore, he was opposed to the .idea. He said

should do it through merit and ability. He said he has been 
jailed, shot at and beaten in the struggles in the labor 
movement, hut he realizes that only a Negro can feel the pains 
of discrimination and segregation, and he felt that the iabcfcr 
movement must recognize this problem. * .

JIM spoke of the speeches made by RANDOLPH and 
REUTHKR at the Ford AudiTorTunu ^JACKSON pointed out that 
RANDOLPH' had referred to himself in his speech as being anti- 
Communist;, In criticizing REUTHER’s speech at the auditorium 
and his many references to his fight against Communism, and 
being in favor of ending discrimination in the labor movement,

JIM then discussed the strategy of the handling 
of the antl-Communist provision in the Constitution on the 
Convention floor. He said that the comrades should contact 
and mobilize as many people as possible against these positions 
and that thos who. know of influential people should discuss 
this matter with them. He suggested that we decide who can 
speak effectively on the floor. 

HERB WRIGHT pointed out that instructions from CLAUDE 
LTGHTFOOT were.; that we oppose this sort of thing, but not

to offer the substituted Article 14 which read as follows: 

"It is non-partisan but not non-political. Its ^ allegiance- is 
to its own cause. It follows its own objectives and princi- 
ples, not of that of the Republican and Democratic Party, nor 
the parties of the Socialists or Communists. Its organizational 
loyalty is to the American trade union movement. Not to any- 
particular international union or labor leader”. 

At this time when I 1 attempted to obtain the 

floor as a* fourth speaker, RANDOLPH pointed out that only 
three speakers were allowed to speak regarding this article 
and' that now at this time a vote will be taken. At this time 
a motion was made to accept Article 14 as it originally stood 
in the draft constitution whereupon the motion carried.

The first session opened at 10:00 a.m., Friday, February 

17, 1961. 


Cleveland Robinson, Vice President, Negro American Labor 
Council (NALC), presided and presented a "Position Paper “"of the 
Negro American Labor Council Workshop and Institute oh Race Bias in 
Trade Unions', Industry, and Government" which assailed' denials of 
equal job opportunities for Negroes in these three areas. It con- 
demned the institutionalism of discrimination and the "tokenism" 
which allows the veneering of discrimination by the .fact of a few 
Negroes being hired in different jobs. It likewise was critical 
of the exclusion of Negro youth from apprenticeship training pro- 
grams. Discrimination has been found in the area administered by-' 
the Federal Government. * Education is still infected with discfim- 

inationT~~The-Negro-today-'is‘~through-the*-Civi-l-Rights-Re.volution: . 

attempting to complete the still unfinished social, revolution of 
the Civil War. The Negro people must organize their full resources 
to achieve complete equality.

The keynote address was delivered by A. Phillip Randolph, 
President, Negro American Labor Council, under the; title "Economic 
and- Ethnic Democracy in Trade Unions, Industry and Government"., *• 

‘ .* 

- Randolph emphasized the depressed condition of the Negro 
is chronic and results from unskilled or semi-skilled status, no 
seniority t segregation, and a conspiracy which unions, industry and 
government practice in the denial of equal job opportunities, the 
blocking of Negroes from apprentice training, and from the growth 
of automation. ' 

Randolph said the NALC was founded on the basic philosophy 
of belief in: rights to equal job opportunities and to. learn, a job; 

full employment in undemocratic society; democratic, free, trade 
unionism; alliance between the Negro community and the labor community; 
alliance on terms, of equality- and without compromise on the. basic 
principle of the civil rights revolution; union democracy; a broad 
national policy of integration of Negro workers into apprenticeship 
training programs; desegregation of racially segregated unions; and 
that tokenism, represents an illusion and is an affront to the Negro. 

Randolph declared that the NALC is not a labor union, is * 
non-partisan but not non-political; it will support broad programs 
for civil rights and the rights of* labor sponsored by the National - 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) and the 
AFL-CIO. It is anti-jtrace’*bias in the AFLiCIO. It is not anti-white, 
but pro-Negro; it is an.ti-white supremacy ’• It is anti-Communist, 
.anti-Fascist, anti-racist (black or white), anti-colonialist, and 
anti-imperialist, but pro-African-, Asian, and Latin American 
revolutionary nationalism. 

Randolph projected the following proposals:

Washington, D.C. 

7. Placement of additional Negro trade unionists on. the 
Civil Rights Committee. Members of the Executive Council should be 
urged to set an example by having their unions set up civil rights 
committees and departments. 

8. Reorganize the' Civil Rights Department by having a 
qualified Negro trade unionist as Director. A native white Southerner, 
sound on civil rights and a sound, trade unionist should be placed on 
the staff, with an, adequate interracial, office force. : It is recom- 
mended that the President or Secretary-Treasurer of the AFL-CIO 

serve as the Chairman of thef Committee. 

9. An executive order should be issued by President 
Kennedy to investigate the employment policies of all the depart- 
ments of the federal government', with a view -to eliminating the 
practice of race bias in same. 

10. Recommendation of an executive order to investigate 
the methods, promotion,, and upgrading on government jobs, with’ & 
view to providing an equal, opportunity for every worker, regardless 
of race or color. 

11. Recommendation that President Kennedy provide the 
President's Committee on Government Employment Policy with the 
status of ‘White House au thority for effective execution and imple- 
mentation of a no- discr imination^i ob-nol-icv— in~e ver-v~.department 
agency, commission, and bureau. 


12. Recommendation of an investigation of the adminis- 
tration of Federal’ Civil Service rules that invite, discrimination 
by allowing choice of any of the top three applicants, and excep- 
tions to even tlie "rule of three" make it possible to avoid hiring 
a Negro even when all three top candidates- are Negro. 
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13. Recommendation that President Kennedy issue an 
executive- order requiring .that all federal government contracting 
agencies strictly enforce the non-discrimination clause which is 
not now being done. 

14. Recommendation, that President Kennedy issue an 
executive order providing that .the federal government assume a more 
vital prole in promoting, a nation-wide* crash program for the training 
of skilled workers and guarantee that federal assistance to all 
craft training systems be limited to programs which do not discrim- 
inate on a basis of race- or color. 

Finally, to call upon the President of the United States 
and the President of the AFL-CIO and' the leaders of industry, the 
most powerful country and labor movement and industry ini the worlds 
to issue a clarion, call to the government, the workers and manage- 
ment to respect, recognize and support the God-given right of every 
•human being, regardless of race or color, to earn a living in the

Mr. Goldberg admitted that bias existed in industry and 
government. He said industry could < do much better, .that, it only 
will harm- itself .by .not training all forces. Our government has 
pledged to do all in its .power to eradicate bias and prejudice in 
government-.and^industr y. He cite d figures to show that there is 
a greater number of Negroes unemploye’dthan-whites? 

Herbert Hill emphasized the need for admitting qualified 
Negroes into apprenticeship training programs and into other forms 
of vocational training. Federal and state agencies should withhold 
funds and other forms of subsidization from those apprentice training 
programs which exclude Negroes. The AFL-CIO should begin to enforce 
seriously its declarations in the matter of racial exclusion practices 
and segregation. 
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Commissioner Elmer A, Carter, State Commission Against 
Discrimination, New York, New York, pointed out that some states* 
including New York, have legal measures available to enforce non- 
discrimination, and if any matter takes priority,, it is that of 
education- of Negro working men and women to make full use of the 
tools at' their disposal, 

Julius- Thomas stated he got a report from Africa asking 
that Negroes be sent there trained as engineers, .that the oppor- 
tunities are unlimited, Russia is sending people by the carloads, 

•and it is possible the Russian and Chinese Communists will take . 
over. He said the training of the Russian people shocked him. He 
urged that the conference go on record to ask for a thorough study 
of the trade training system, 

Thurgood Marshall urged that the' NALC, Urban League, and 
the NAACP work together to insure jobs for Negroes without binding 
themselves to any party.

"Hr. Hill is the National H.A.A.C.P, Labor Secretary. He 
further spoke at length on the Negro, revolt and the future of 
.organized labor. Hill expounded at length the cqntrih??t-*^»v 
TiU.L.C, had made locally and nationally, in the, drive 
toward, ending discrimination with the .labor union moveinw^. 

He. spent some time giving. statistics ’on the Negro unemployed 
as compared to the white unemployed. He specifically, blames 
the Labor unions rather than Management for the Negroe’s 
plight. He pointed out how the gains made previously were 
being wiped out by automat ion., leaving the Negro out almost 
completely. This, he said, was due to. the sassive congregation 
.of. negroes in one, segment of industry.. Their jobs being wiped, 
out , leaving -mostly, the white skilled, workers who are in the 
majority.

At 8:00 p.rn. a Membership Meeting of the NAACP was' ' 
held at the People's Community Church on Woodward' and Pingr'ee . 
Presiding, Reverend JAMES E. WADSWORTH;, President of NAACP' and 
ARTHUR JOHNSON, ’JOHNSON" introduced' the main speaker who was 
Hr', HERBERT HILL, '.'National' Labor 'Secretary of NAACP from New 
York, ' The meeting was well attended]; approximately 300 to 350 
persons, 'It was' 'announced previously that Mr, HILL’ would 
unveil the 'National plan for ah attack against" General Motors 
Corporation, Hr.' HILL did that in part, 'however,, he did not 
give specific dates. The dates for' the plan are to be announced 
•after the Midwest Regional Conference which is being held in 
Indianapolis , Indiana,, this weekend. . Fifty cities in the United 
States’, starting with the Boulevard Building of General Motors 
will be picketed by thousands of Negroes and whites* ’ The 
campaign calls for beginning with General Motors' in Detroit’ 1 . 
because this is the main headquarters and because of the lack 
of Negro white collar or supervisory personnel. When Mr.' HILL 
asked' for the Support' of Detroiters in this project, he received 
a three to five minute ovation. An attempt will be made to get 
tens of thousands’ to begin this picket of the General’ Motors ' 
Building. From Detroit it will follow to other large cities • 
HILL pointed but the btiying power of the 20 million Negroes 
insc&r as General Motors was concerned. He said a meeting 
had been held with a Mr. LEWIS SEATON, ROY WILKINS and 
himself Mr. SEATON, according to Mr. HILL, failed to 
recbgnize’ that Negroes are loyal to purchasing of products 
made' by' General' Motors. In spite of the fact' that eight 
percent of the entire labor work forces are Negroes, what 
the NAACP wants is a share of the high salary white collar 
and supervisory jobs. Mr. HILL said nothing but an honest 
attempt at this will the, NAACP let up with this campaign. 


After the Midwest Conference in Indianapolis, 
Indiana, ARTHUR JOHNSON will start recruiting organisations 
for the mass picketing of General Motors Building.

Furthermore, from remarks 
made ; there are a number of black organizations being 
established, which no longer have confidence in the so-called 
white liberals and therefore seem reluctant to .join up with 
NALC, NAACP, Urban Leagues and such- type organizations. 

It was also pointed out that NALC is having problems with 
the black power elements in all the cities represented. 

One of the workshops which is planned to be held 
at the national convention is to be "Fighting Discrimination 
in the Building Trades."
